Discovery 
of Planets 
Orbiting 
Stars 


cience fiction and the popular press have often touted the exis- 
tence of extra-solar planets, claiming there is an abundance of 
Earth-like planets orbiting Sun-like stars. Although astronomers 
have long theorized the same, it has not been until the past year 
that evidence has been collected to confirm the existence of other plane- 
tary systems. 
However, the unexpected character of the planets detected by 
Dr. Geoffrey W. Marcy of San Francisco State University spawns as many 
questions as answers. Some of the newly detected planets have masses 
and orbits somewhat similar to the gas-giant planets in our own solar sys- 
tem, as was anticipated, but most are startlingly different. There are planets 
even more massive than Jupiter, and some in orbits even smaller than 
Mercury’s path around our Sun. Unlike the nearly circular orbits of the 
planets in our system, some of the newly discovered planets move in 
highly eccentric paths. 
Marcy will explain the techniques used to detect these enigmatic 
objects, and discuss what they may tell us about the uniqueness of our 
solar system and the true prevalence of Earth-like planets in space.
